HOME ALSO POLLUTED 
City folk who believe they ’ve found an 
island of safety in a sea of smog when 
they enter their homes are in for a rude 
shock. 
“ The air inside an average home is ac­ 
tually more polluted than the air outside 
it,” asserts Igho Hart Kornblueh, M.D., of 
the University ot Pennsy lvania, in an inter­ 
view in the Health Bulletin. 
Though home air pollution has been with 
us since prehistoric times, usually in the 
fonn of smoke from open fires, today is a 
greater threat because its sources are “ both 
more sinister and more subtle,” he say s. 
About 200 pounds of grease-laden mois­ 
ture are given off each y ear in the aver­ 
age kitchen. This combines with other 
pollutants so that, according to Kom- 
blueh, “ the kitchen resembles today more 
a laboratory than the old-fashioned place 
for preparation of the family fare.” 
For ex ample, chlorine, used to treat wa­ 
ter escapes into the air during cooking. 
Gas appliances consume large amount of 
ox y gen, lack of which is one of the causes 
of the headaches that plague many house­ 
wives. 
There are also all kinds of chemicals in 
such now-common household substances as 
cleaners, solvents, abrasives, bleaches and 
pesticides. 
And not to be overlooked are dust, ani­ 
mal hair and a variety of vegetable fibers 
floating in the air which are factors in 
sneezing, wheezing, skin eruptions and di­ 
gestive sy stem complaints. 
Any one for tree dwelling?

Bn JO H N C H A M B E R L A I N 
BERTRAND RUSSELL 
WANTED TO ATOM-BOMB MOSCOW' 
As Sidney Hook , the philosopher, has pointed 
ou t. the tribu nal that Bertrand Ru ssell is organ­ 
ising in Eu rope to try President Lyndon Johnson 
and Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara as 
"war criminals" has no "moral standing in cou rt.” 
For in the not-so-distant past Bertrand Ru ssell 
has himself ju stified indiscriminate bombing of a 
whole people. When Soviet Ru ssia refu sed to go 
along with the Acheson and Baru ch plans for "in­ 
ternationalizing" the sou rces of nu clear energy. 
Lord Ru sselJ led the way in advocating a pre­ 
ventive atomic strik e against the Kremlin. "Com­ 
mu nism." so Ru ssell wrote in 19 48, "mu st be wiped 
ou t, anti world government mu st be established." 
Il wou ld ho interesting to k now whether Jean* 
Pau l Sartre and Simone dc Beau voir, the French 
literary figu res who have been chosen by Bertrand 
Ru ssell to head the road show' "Nu remberg trial" 
of Lyndon Johnson for "war crimes." realize what 
Ru ssell was saying in 19 -18. Since both Sartre and 
Beau voir have a blind hatred for America, it 
probably wou ldn’t mak e any difference. Bu t the 
world shou ld k now that Bertrand Ru ssell was 
once an advocate of preventive atomic warfare 
against far more Commu nists than have been hit 
by conventional bombs in Vietnam. 
There is also another thing the world shou ld 
k now abou t Ru ssell’s past- Back in 19 Id Bertrand 
Ru ssell and his third wife happened to be living 
in the United States. Ru ssell had been appointed 
a professor of philosophy at the College of the 
City of New’ York . He needed money to su pport 
himself, his wife and his you ng son. for he cou ldn't 
bring fu nds ou t of wartime Britain. Since nothing 
had been said abou t Ru ssell’s social views when 
he lectu red at the University of California in 
Los Angeles, the New York appointment seemed 
safe enou gh. 
The Episcopal Bishop William T. Manning, 
however, happened to have read some of Bertrand 
Ru ssell’s work s. When the Bishop complained that 
Ru ssell was a "recognized propagandist against 
religion and morality" who “specifically defends 
adu ltery.” there was an instantaneou s fu ror. The 
New York City Board of Higher Edu cation de­ 
fended Ru ssell, hu t a tax payer’s su it brou ght the 
case before a Tammany ju dge who qu oted pas­ 
sages from Ru ssell's book s that, in his opinion, 
condoned sex u al infidelity and thu s made the ap­ 
pointment “an insu lt to the people of New York ." 
The case was one of the more celebrated “aca­ 
demic freedom" flaps of the time. American in­ 
tellectu als. led by John Dewey, organized a Ru s­ 
sell defense committee. Bu t the Tammany ju dge’s 
ru ling against Ru ssell was not appealed. Dr. Al­ 
bert Barnes, the Argyrol manu factu rer who ran 
a big art fou ndation in Morion, Pennsylvania, 
stepped in to rescu e Bertrand Ru ssell financially. 
He offered Ru ssell $6,000 a year for five years to 
deliver a one-hou r lectu re each week at his fou n­ 
dation. Ru ssell ju mped at the opportu nity. 
The friendship bet wen Barnes and Ru ssell, 
however, did not last. Henry Hart. Barne’s friend 
and biographer, tells a wildly comic story of Dr. 
Barne’s efforts to come to terms with Bertrand 
Ru ssell’s wife, who insisted on k nitting du ring 
the Ru ssell lectu res. According to Mr. Hart, the 
k nitting distu rbed the class. “When we engaged 
you to teach." so Barnes wrote Bertrand Ru ssell, 
“we did not obligate ou rselves to endu re forever 
the trou ble-mak ing propensities of you r wife." 
Ru ssell, with pardonable asperity, retorted that 
“so far as and personal relationship is concerned, 
you are mistak en in su pposing that there is no 
qu arrel with me. since whoever qu arrel’s with my 
wife qu arrels with me." It wasn’t long before Ru s­ 
sell was fired. 
Recalling this bit of history, it is reasonable 
to ask whether it has anything to do with Ber­ 
trand Ru ssell’s motives for wishing the world to 
ju dge that America is a barbarou s land of “war 
criminals." Protcssor Hook , who defended Ber­ 
trand Ru ssell at the time of his trou bles with 
Bishop Manning, says of his old-time philosophical 
colleagu e that “there is a good deal of evidence 
to show that he has become almost pathologically 
anti-American.” 
When 
President 
Kennedy an­ 
nou nced the discovery that Soviet atomic mis­ 
siles had been sent to Cu ba. Ru ssell called the 
American heads of government “ferociou s and in­ 
sane mu rderers.” This is hardly the calm objec­ 
tivity that one ex pects from a philosopher. 
Maybe certain American individu als did do 
Ru ssell a wrong in the Nineteen Forties. Bu t why 
shou ld he tak e it ou t on Lyndon Johnson in 19 67. 
especially when Johnson is fighting a far more 
restrained war against Commu nists now than 
Ru ssell himself was advocating when he u rged 
the total atomic destru ction of Moscow in 19 48?

MOSCOW SEEKS TRADE 
The Soviet Union seems to have made a 
significant about-face in its attitude toward 
President Johnson’s calls f or ex panded 
U.S.-Soviet trade. In the past, Moscow has 
been decidedly cool to the idea. Publica­ 
tion of a two-page Soviet advertisement in 
the New York Times suggests not only 
that Moscow has abandoned this coolness 
but that the Soviet leaders have decided 
on a direct effort to interest U.S. business 
in more trade. 
One particularly interesting aspect of this 
is the emphasis on advertising in Soviet 
newspapers, magazines and other media. 
This in itself reflects a change of no small 
importance in Russia. For whereas for­ 
eign businessmen had to deal with a hand­ 
ful of top officials in the past, depending 
mainly on the central government for or­ 
ders, now appeals can be made through ad­ 
vertising to what the Soviet ad calls “ a

The tu mor will not affect the baby 
bu t, becau se it may complicate delivery, you r doc­ 
tor may want to perform a Caesarean section.
